Froelicb reports that tbe 
native grass orop on his land is being 
seriously alTeoted by tbe ravages of 
tbe worm that has been playing bavoo 


id tbe valleys. 
He saye it resembles 
the 
angle 
worm, 
although 
not 
Identical. 
it seems to attack the 
roots of the grass causing the vegeta­ 
tion to perish. 
They do not show on 
the surface, but ou removing a stone 
or other form of shelter they are 
found. 
In some Diaces the grass has 
been utterly destroyed. 
It is not so 
bad as that in this section, still [tbe 
cattlemen are very apprehensive at 
tbe outlook. 
Hamples of tbe pest 
have been sent to tbe state etymologist, 
for examination aud report, 
in the 
hope that an adequate remedy may be 
disoovered to connteract the plague. 
Tbe worms seem to be slowly work­ 
ing tbeir way eastward into the foot­ 
h ill aeotion. 
They bave been noticed 
in tbe valleys tor tbe past three years, 
and tbe destruction from their opera­ 
tion have been getting 
more pro­ 
nounced each year.

Editorial Column, 


N O T IF IE D T O R E S IG N . 


Fred Lemoin has been notified to tender his resignation as 
steward of the county hospital by the first of next month, or 
r&ther by the next meeting of the board. 
Nothing appears 
in the official m inutes to this effect, and therefore the notifi 
cation does not come as the action of the board. 
But it is 
generally understood that the democratic m ajority of the 
board of supervisors has mapped out a program to oust the 
present republican incumbent in charge of the hospital, and 
put one of their partisans in his place, and they have taken 
this method of conveying to Lem oin the knowledge of such 
intention to remove him. 
A member of the board, in a pri­ 
vate capacity, served the notification or intimation that it 
would be well to voluntarily resign his position. 
N o reasons 
are given as far as the conduct o f the hospital is concerned 
for making the change. 
It is purely a matter of party 
politics. 
There are hungry democrats clamoring for the job, 
and therefore the change. 
It is not a question of improving 
the management of the institution, for it is conceded that 
hospital affairs, whether from the standpoint of the comfort of 
the inmates, or the interests of the taxpayers, have been 
better looked after during the past four years than at any 
previous period in its history. T h e inmates are satisfied, the 
public in general is satisfied to let 
well enough alone. 
If 
the proposition were referred to a popular vote Lem oin would 
be retained in h is place by an overwhelming m ajority, 
But 
the democrats have four years of uninterrupted control of 
the county’s affairs before them, and they cannot afford, in 
the dearth of fodder in the pasture field under their control 
to let this berth go by unappropriated by one of their own 
following. 
W h ile believingthat from a broad-gauge stand­ 
point of public welfare the contemplated change is an im­ 
politic one—one that will be alm ost universally denounced; 
still from the exigencies of party politics no fault can be 
found. 
The democrats are in power, democrats waut the 
place, “ to the victors belong the spoils,” is the party slogan. 
It is not often that politicians, particularly of the democratic 
persuasion, can refrain from placing party interests first, 
and public interests second under such circumstances. 
The invitation to resign, coming in the unofficial way, may 
be ignored. 
Perhaps that is all the attention that will be 
paid to it by the party concerned. 
Every act of this kind, 
if intended to have any practical effect, should have a place 
on the official records. 
There is no doubt, however, that the 
whole matter has been discussed by the majority of members 
on the board, and the successor to Lemoin decided upon. 
It 
is common rum or that three applicants are in the field for the 
position, nam ely, W . K . M cFarland, A. B. M cLaughlin, of 
Volcano, and D. Burke of Plymouth. 
The latter was severe­ 
ly hurt by being caught between two joints of water pipe 
some time ago in the neighborhood of Plymouth. 
It is be­ 
lieved that his chances of receiving the appointment are the 
brightest. 
If Lemoin sends in his resignation in response to the un­ 
official request, o f course that would be made a matter of re­ 
cord, and would tend to clear the situation from the demo­ 
cratic standpoint. 
They would meet objections by saying 
we did not turn down an admittedly capable public servant; 
he resigned. 
On the other hand, if he fails to resign, the 
probable outcome will be that the office of steward, etc., will 
be declared vacant, and thereupon the democratic favorite 
w ill be appointed to fill it. 
W hile this may be a very 
mortifying experience to one against whose official record 
no flaw can be found, it throws upon the democratic m ajority 
the full and undivided responsibility for their action. 


Assemblyman Moore’s bill, changing the law in regard to 
the compensation of county officers in Amador county, has 
passed the assem bly. 
We presume this is the bill raising 
the salary of the county superintendent of schools from 
$120 0 to $1500 per annum. 
T here will be little objection to 
this increase, which is generally conceded to be ju st. 
If 
other changes are made of the up-grade character, there 
would certainly be a loud protest, 
Salaries are high enough 
in every other instance, and in some cases might be pruned 
down a little with out injustice to any one. 


The state labor commissioners have just issued their re­ 
port for 1908. 
It contains a mass o f information relating to 
all branches of industry in California. 
In regard to the 
wages paid a comparative table is given showing the wages 
paid in the different branches of organized labor for 1906 and 
1907 the period before and after the great San Francisco dis­ 
aster. 
This shows that in forty trades the wages paid in 
Jan u ary 1907 were from 11 to forty per cent higher than the 
corresponding month in 1906, 
O n ly four blanches o f labor 
suffered a decline in the wage schedule during this period, 
nam ely, elevator conductors and stationary engineers, mar­ 
ble cutters and painters.

Ail Illustrating how men respond and 
adjust themselves to rewnrd, or, whnt 
comes to the snrne thing, the maximum 
satisfaction for a given amount of ef­ 
fort, two Instances that came under 
my observation while In the navy are 
very Interesting. One cruise was made 
on a vessel w hose executive officer was 
In most respects a very able man. 
Discipline In general was admirable. 
In arranging for shore leave of the 
enlisted men, however, he mnnaged so 
to arrange matters, strange ns It may 
seem, that It w as possible for a man 
In an Inferior conduct grade to get 
more liberty than one of the best be­ 
haved men. 
This was of course en­ 
tirely unnntnrnl nnd came about from 
a combination o f tw o separate systems. 
The reason was that naval regulations 
compelled the giving of at least a cer­ 
tain amount of shore leave to men In 
the second grade, while the system he 
was using actunlly nllowed less to a 
man In the first grade. The result was 
that In a short time the bulk of the 
men were In the second conduct grade 
where they could get the most liberty. 
At a later date, on another ship, the 
executive officer was an extremely 
able man, who had studied this ques­ 
tion more carefully and was a great 
believer In making It worth while for 
the men to behave themselves nnd 
keep In a high conduct grade. 
He so 
arranged matters that If any man be­ 
haved himself sufficiently well and 
did nil his work with high efficiency 
he could hnve an unusual amount of 
liberty. The result was that this ship 
had more than half its crew In whnt 
Is known ns the “special first class,” 
far nnd nway the largest percentage 
that ever came under my observation.

Captain Goodall Passes 
Away Suddenly. 
Edwin Goodall, one ol the loremost 
men in the developement of Cali­ 
fornia's shipping interests, died sud­ 
denly at his home, 
1317 Jackson 
street, on Feb. 26. Apoplexy, which 
followed about two moDtbs of poor 
health, was the immediate cause of 
death. 
Born in England, December 22, 
1843, he came to America when a boy, 
aud immediately sought California 
for bis fortuue, arriving here in the 
early days. Here he became associat­ 
ed with many of the prominent de­ 
velopers of the state, and bad much 
to do with carrying through a num ­ 
ber of projects associated with ship­ 
ping which had much to do with the 
development of this industry. 
lie was one of the fouoders of the 
firm Goodall, Perkins & Co., but in 
shipping circles was probably more 
widely known as president aud direct­ 
ing hand of the Oregon Coal aud 
Navigation Company. Be was also 
associated with several other firms, 
all of which were successful. 
Besides being well known in busi­ 
ness circles, Captain Goodall took 
quite an active part in olub and 
social life.

in the superior court of the state 
of California, In and for tbe county 
of Amador, 
Asa V. M endenhall, 
plaintiff, vs 
U. 8. Gregory, as tax oollector of the 
county of Amador, defendant. 
This is a proceeding for a writ ot 
mandate against the defendant as tax 
oollector of A m ador county to require 
him upon paym ent of $‘Z)75,to execute 
to the plaintiff a deed conveying all 
tbe interest of I be state of California 
in and to the L ast Chance, quartz 
mine, tbe Eclipse quartz mine, Hnd 
Eclipse Extension quartz m int, all 
Within said co u n ty of Amador. 
Plaintiff in his petition has alleged 
facts showing th a t said property was 
assessed for state and county taxes; 
that on May 1st, 1903, was sold to the 
state of C alifornia for non-payment 
of taxes, penalties and costs, am ount­ 
ing to 2972.21. T h at on December 12. 
1903, the controller of tbe state of 
California, u n d er the provisions of 
sec. 3897 of the Political code, by a 
written authorization directed the d e­ 
fendant as euch tax collector to sell 
tbe said property at public auotiou, 
in separate parcels, to the highest 
bidder for cash iu lawful money of 
United|States upon giving the notice 
required by said section 3897 of the 
polltioal code. 
T hat after the publi­ 
cation of the re q u ite d notice, at the 
time appointed to r the sale, the d e­ 
fendant stated “ th a t be would read 
the notice of sale if there was any 
one present 
who 
desired 
that 
it 
should be re a d ;’ ’ th a t thereupon tbe 
parties present waived reading of yie 
notice, and the defendant then stated 
“ that the purpose of said notice of 
sale was to sell th e parcels of pro­ 
perty, but that he had received pro­ 
tests for and against tbe making of 
the sale. 
T hat 
thereupon plaintiff 
objected to any postponement of the 
sale, and offered 82975 for all of said 
property (that being an am ount equal 
to tbe sum total of the taxes, special 
roaa taxes, total 
penalties for de­ 
linquency, costs, interest and cost of 
publication of n o tic e of sale); that 
plaintiff made a ten d er of said sum 
of 82975 to plaintiff, aud demanded a 
deed; that no o th e r bid was offered, 
and the defendant thereupon post­ 
poned tbe sale an d refused to exeoute 
deed.’’ 
it is n o t alleged 
íd direct 
terms iu tbe p etitio n that deed fur 
said property was over executed tp 
the state, although such a recital is 
contained in (he order of tlio con­ 
troller directing th e sale. 
No point 
is m ade by defendant, 
however, as to th e sufficiency of tbo 
complaint in th is particular. 
The defendant has demurred to the 
petition upon tbo ground that >t does 
not state facts sufficient to entitle 
plaintiff to tbe re lief demanded, aud 
also has set up mauy special aud 
technical grounds ot demurrer, none 
of which I deem to bo well taken. 
There is no provision of the statute 
iu express term s giving either the 
controller or the tax collector power 
to postpone a sale of this chamcter, 
and neither 
has 
such powei been 
questioned in any co u rt of this state, 
so far as known to court aud counsel. 
Plaintiff has cited many authorities 
supporting the d o o triu e that nmdamus 
will lie to com pel 
the performance 
ot a duty enjoiued upou a ministerial 
officer, and 
our own code of oivil 
prooedure, section 1085, provides that 
it may be issued to compel tbe per­ 
formance of au ac t which tbe law 
specially enjoins as a duty resulting 
from an otBoe, tr u s t or station, 
it 
tbe facts set out iu the petition are 
sufficient to show th a t plaintiff be­ 
came entitled to a deed from tbo tax 
oollector upon the tender of the sum 
of $2975. the w rit ot maudate will 
issue requiring tb e defendaut as such 
tux collector to issu e to plaintiff a 
deed upon tbe p aym ent of such sum 
of $29/5. 
That where a sale has been actually 
made aud the officer has refused to 
execute a deed, lie may he required 
to do so hy the o o u rt, is fully sus­ 
tained iu M oM illan vs. 
Richards, 9 
Cal.. 365. 
Flaiutiff has cited Desty ou Taxa­ 
tion, to tbe effect th a t a tax sale 
made other than ut tbe time uotiffed 
will be void, but 1 th in k It will be 
touud that 
this ru le applies only 
wheu there is som e statutory regula­ 
tion fixing date of sale or no legal 
notice given of postponement. 
Mr 
Freemuu iu his n o te s on “ Adjourn­ 
m ent 
ot 
E xecution 
and 
Judicial 
Sales.” in Fraam au vs. Frauman, 97 
Am. Bt. Rep., 655, says, “ Tile officer 
conducting a tax 
sale, 
unless tbe 
statute leaves him n o discretion, has 
power 
to 
make 
au adjcurumeut. 
Ordiuarily, however, statutes provid­ 
ing that tax sales may be coutiuued 
from day to day u n til completed a p ­ 
pear to prohibit any other adjourn­ 
m ent except frotu d a y to day “ 
lu Uomiok vs H ill, 
127 Oil. 166, 
the judgment 
d e b to r has appealed 
from the older of tb e superior cuuit 


for refusing to set aside a sale nnder 
foreclosure, by a com m issioner, and 
the supreme oourt there say, “ While 
there, may 
be 
oironmatanoes 
that 
would justify an officer in poatponing 
a aale, It is olenrly nut an abuse of 
discretion In all cases to refuse such 
postponement.” 
As to the power of a p n b lio officer 
to postpone an auction sale It is said 
in vol. 26 Am. and Eng. 
Ency. of 
Law, 
page 
913, 
(1st ed itio n ) “ A 
trustee, mortgagee, or publlo officer 
charged with 
the d u ty of making 
sales under powers, has always by 
implication the power to adjourn the 
sale to a future day or from time to 
tim e, if in his judgm ent the interest 
of the parties will be prom oted 
by 
so doing and if he sees th a t a proper 
sale can not be made at th e time ad­ 
vertised it would he not m erely his 
privilege, but hie duty to postpone 
the sale. ” 
Tbe same rule is laid down as to 
the power of trustees u n d er a deed of 
trust, to postpone a sole, in a note to 
Tyler vs HenniDg on page 291, in vol. 
19 American State Reports. 
In the above m entioned note to 
Fraaman vs Fraaman, at page 653, it„is 
s a id : 
“ i t has long beou the practice in 
the American Com m onwealths, where 
an officer in charge of an exontion or 
judicial sale fiuds that th e property 
is about to be saoriiiced, to order an 
adjournm ent, and the law recognizes 
the authority of tbe officer, |in tbe 
exeraise of 
a sound discretion, to 
change both tbe time au d plaoe of 
the sale when for any reason it can­ 
not, consistently with th e rights of 
the parties or the perform ance of hia 
official duties, take place as original­ 
ly appointed,” citing 
F h iliip s vs. 
Conover, 251 11. 309, au d numerous 
other cases. 
The preponderance of authorities 
seems to establish tbe rig h t of an 
offioeT 
charged 
with 
th e duty o 
making a sale to postpone tbe samo 
for cause. 
Estate of 
Leonis, 138 Cal., 195, 
cited by piaiutiff, has no application 
to this case. 
That was a case where 
au adm inistrator bad leceived and 
accepted the bid of a purchaser, and 
the superior oourt had n o t only re­ 
fused to couffrm the sale, but vacated 
the ordér directing a sale, aud this 
the supreme court decided tbe lower 
co u rt had no right or au th o rity to do, 
h u t hnd lost jurisdiction to set aside 
tb e order of sale. 
With the utmost research 1 have 
been unable to discover but three 
cases iu United States where an older 
has been sought as iu th is case, com­ 
m anding an officer to accept a bid 
and execute a deed. 
In Blossom vs. The M ilwaukee and 
Chicago Railroad Company, 3 Wallace 
196, the marshal under a decree of 
forclosure aud had advertised pro- 
e rty for sale at auction; Biossom’was 
tbo only bidder, aud tbe m arshal re­ 
fused acceptauce of tbe bid and ad 
jo u rn ed tbe sale. 
Blossom thereupon 
applied to tbo court to bave the sale 
conlirmed to biui, and in denying him 
a n y 
relief tbe supreme 
court 
of 
U nited States, quoting from Fayne 
vs. Cave, T. K., 146. sa id : 
“ Biding 
at un auction is notbiug more than 
an offer ou ouo side until 
it bas re ­ 
ceived tbe assent of the auctioneer as 
of tbe agent of tbe o w n er.” 
And 
tu rtb e r, quoting from Stdry ou Sales, 
it s a i d : 
“ Speaking 
of 
ordinary 
auction 
sales, at au auction the Hutbor says, 
‘th a t tbe seller may withdraw tbe 
goods or tbe bidder may retract bis 
b id at any time before they are struck 
off, and tbe reason assigned for tbe 
ru le is, that so long as tbe ffDal con­ 
se n t of both parties is n o t signified 
by tbe blow of tbe ham m er there is 
no m utual agreement to a definite 
p ro p o sitio n ." 
i n Mille vs. Law, 73 A. 
Decisions, 
92, (S outh Carolina) the com m ission­ 
er 
on a 
partition sale refused to 
acoept the highest bid, b at postponed 
th e sale, aud the court th e re in deny­ 
ing tbe rights of the bidder to compel 
a conveyance, said: 
“ Wbether tbe commissioner render­ 
ed bim selt liable, as for h is miscon­ 
d u c t, in 
refusing to keep up tbe 
b id d in g and to close u c o n tra c t with 
th e bidder upon his bid, or not, it is 
ce rtaiu that no contract was dosed 
w ith him, and he is not en title d to 
have a conveyance.” 
i n Tillm an vs. Dunrnau, 
114 Ga., 
406. reported iu vol. 88 Am. St. R e­ 
p o rts at page 28, the petitio n er bud 
filed a 
petition requiring the ex­ 
ecu to rs of a will to execute to him a 
deed for certain laud. 
I t there ap ­ 
peared that certaiu property of tbe 
estate bud beeu offered ut p u b lic sale, 
p etitio n e r bid a certaiu su m which 
was accepted by tbe auctioneer, and 
thereupon 
upou order of tbe exe­ 
c u to rs and uguiust tbe 
p ro test 
of 
the piaiutiff, the laud was withdrawn 
from sale aud the executors of the 
w ill 
refused 
to 
accept 
p lu iu titf’s 
m oney or execute a deed. 
A dem urrer was sustained to the 
p e titio n , and the court iu sustaining 
the dem urrer, said: 
“ T he questions to be deteroilued 
iu th is case are: Whether au exaoutor 
has th e right to withdraw 
property 
from sale at publio outcry 
by 
au 
a u c tio n e er employed hy the executor, 


end hide a re received and cried 
b e ­ 
fore the name ie knocked off to th e 
higheet b id d e r; and whether the h ig h ­ 
est bidder In anch a case acquires any 
right, by reason of tils bid to com pel 
the executor to acoept the saíne and 
make him a deed upon tbe tender of 
tbe am o u n t so bid 
. 
. 
. 
. 
It is well eettled law that a bidder 
at an au atio n sale may withdraw his 
bid even afte r it bas been cried, at 
any tim e before the hammer falls on 
tbe propery is knocked off to him 
. 


Tbe auctioneer Is tbe agent of th e 
vendor, and the assent of the both 
patties is necessary to make the c o n ­ 
tract; that, is signified by the seller 
by knocking down tbe hammer. 
. 
. 
. 
. 
Every bidding is nothing 
more than an offer on one side, which 
is not binding on either side till it is 
assented t o . ” 
Tbe th ree above mentioned cases 
were all m uch stronger cases for the 
petitioner than is the case here, for 
in each of those oases, oouffrmation 
ot tbe sale had to be made by th e 
court before any deed could be made, 
nnd tbe p etitio n er in each case was 
seeking for an order of the court r e ­ 
quiring th e officer veated with power 
to sell to accept his bid. 
No such proposition confronts us 
in this case, for the tax collector is 
not required, upon making a sale, to 
report it 
for 
confirmation to any 
officer,bat upon such sale and receip t 
of tbe am o u n t of tbe bid be is r e ­ 
quired to a t once execute a need to 
tbe purchaser. 
In eaob of tbe tbree last m entioned 
cases, in determ ining tbe rights of 
tbe p etitioner to compel a convey­ 
ance, reference was bad to the laws 
governing 
auction 
sales. 
As tb e 
etutute bere prescribes that the tax 
collector m u st make the sale at publio 
auotiou í d determ ining whether p la in ­ 
tiff is en title d to a writ we may look 
for inform aton to the laws regulating 
auction sales. 
Thus in llibernia 
B. 
and L. Boo. vs. Behke, 121 Cal. 342, 
the suprem e oourt of this state d e ­ 
cided that a t a sale upon a decree ot 
foreclosure, the bidder was entitled to 
withdraw bis bid before it was a c ­ 
cepted, because tbe sale was by a u c ­ 
tion, aud tb e m ies of auction sales 
was,that tb e bidder may withdraw his 
bid at any tim e before tbe ham m er 
falls. 
Tested by tbe law governing auctiou 
Hales, there was never in this case 
even an 
offer on tbe pact of tbe tax 
collector to sell the property, m uch 
less tbe acceptance of n bid, or th e 
making of a sale. Under tbe a u th o ri­ 
zation of sale from tbe state c o n tro l­ 
ler tbe d efen d an t was directed to sell 
the property in separate parcels, an d 
no offer was subm itted by piaiutiff 
for any separate parcel. Furtherm ore, 
section 3889 political code provides 
that the deed by tbo tax collector 
upou a sale “ shall recite tbo facts 
necessary to authorize such sale an d 
conveyance,” and tbe tax collector 
could not tru th fu lly recite that .h e 
bad sold tb e land or offered it for safe 
either as a wbole or in parcels. 
Mandamus cannot be resorted to fo r 
tbe purpose 
of compelling tbe d e ­ 
livery of a deed containing recitals ot 
what ocourred at a sale contradictory 
ofjtbe sheriff's re tu rn ,whioh|be claim s 
is collect in point of fact. 
Bewell vs. Lane, 53 Ual., 217. 
Plaintiff: quotos Merrill on M an ­ 
damus. to 
th e effect: 
“ That where 
an officer has neglected to do bis 
duty uu tit th e tim e for action by him 
sua spoute b as expired, tbe writ will 
still issue an d 
in tbat sense alone 
may be considered to bave given a 
new a u th o rity .” 
Conceding this to 
be tbe Jaw in this state it is n o t 
sufficient a u tb o rity to entitle plaintiff 
to tbe writ dem anded bere, for even 
tbougb d efendant bad no power to 
postpone 
tb e 
sale, tbe most tb a t 
piaiutiff co u ld claim would be a w rit 
commanding 
defeudant to proceed 
and make tb e sale under bis said 
order from tb e controller. 
It is n o t 
an authority autborizing this court to 
commund d efe n d an t to execute a deed 
reciting a sale, 
when in truth no sale 
was ever h eld. 
Tbe d efe n d a n t’s demurrer is su s ­ 
tained, with leave to plaintiff, if be 
so desires, to am end bis petition to 
show tbe ex ecu tio n uf tbe deed to tb e 
state. 
The p etitiou for tbe writ may 
be denied. 
D efeudant to recover bis 
costs herein.

"ItIs made from the rich juices left 


after boiling the ingredients 
for head 


cheese, these being thickened to a stiff 
paste withbuckwheat flour. This paste' 
is pressed In forms until cold and Is 
served in slices. 
ItIs a dull blue In 


color, very rich and very good. 


"The turkey eat was not complete, 


though, 
without a liberal supply 
of 


'paan haas' and head cheese, 
and with 
it went the sweetest of ryebread and 
butter. Taan haas Is a strictly Penn- 
sylvania Dutch creation. 


"Instantly the birch wood pall of ci- 


der came forth. 
While the 
cabin's 


guests drank cider the host prepared 
and spitted the turkey over the hick- 
ory coals in the fireplace to roast for 
the feast. When it was ready for the 
table it was' placed before the guests 
on a big tin platter. Each one carved 
for himself, the plates being squares 
of birch bark. 


"While the woodsman's cabin was al- 


ways prepared 
for a turkey eat, it 


never knew when it was coming. 
A 


turkey eat began with the making up 
of a party In a neighboring village or 
settlement. 
Taking 
along 
a 
fiddler, 


they would appear nt this, that or the 
other woodsman's 
cablu of a winter 


evening, 
and 
the woodsman and his 


family did the rest. 


"There was rarely a cabin withmore 


than one room. The walls were dark 
and smoky, and from rafter or beam 
hung plentifully strips of Jerked veni- 
son and chunks of smoked bear meat, 
along with hams and bacon from the 
family pigs fattened In the woods and 
.almost 
as wild as 
the bear and' the 


deer. 
But the choicest 
and best bo- 


loved thing of the cabin's larder was 
the fat and well frozen wildturkey. 


"The cabin was banked all around 


withearth, against which hemlock and 
pine boughs were heaped. 
Sometimes 


rows of cord wood were piled up al- 
most to the eaves, 
the better to keep 


out the cold, which Is always intense 
during winter on those 
wind swept 


hills. 


"The cabins 
of these 
mountaineers 


were builtof logs, tho chinks between 
which were 
filled in with clay. 
A 


huge stone chimney 
rose at one end 
of the cabin outside, covering that en- 
tire end, while on the inside it opened 
on a broad fireplace 
across 
that- end 


of the room. 


"In the days 
when the 
turkey eat 


was the great winter festivity lv tbe 
mountain districts between the Schuyl- 
kllland 
the Junlata 
watersheds 
the 


sparse population was chiefly of rude 
and rugged 
woodmen and their fami- 
lies, many of thorn descendants 
of 


pure Pennsylvania Dutch stock. Scores 
of thorn depended 
almost entirely on 


tlielrskill with gun nnd trap for their 
food supply. 


"The turkey eat has 
gone out with 


the passing of the people whose homes, 
traditions and manner of lifemade It 
possible and with the occupation that 
was once theirs. 


"It Isn't because 
there is no more 


material in the Blue mountain region 
of Pennsylvania 
to provide a turkey 


cut tlint we have bad the last of those 
famous 
festivities,"
